1. The terminal disclaimer filed on 1/5/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S.

2. Claims 27 to 43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method of 
manufacturing an integrated circuit as claimed including the area consumed by the 
memory cells being less then 8F 2 could not be anticipated nor, in combination, be 
rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
